The oath, declaration or application data sheet only 
refers to the application, 10125379.6 , filed in Germany on 5/23/01. A new oath, declaration or 
application data sheet is required in the body of which the present application should be 
identified by application number and filing date. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim 49 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pallas et al (US 
6,409,857) in view of Knop (US 5,803,969). 

Pallas et al teach an apparatus for applying glue to corrugated cardboard comprising a 
coating unit for one-sided coating of glue to the cardboard, the coating unit comprising a first 
applicator roll (45) and a second backup roll (13), each roll including a roll body, both rollers 
being arranged axially parallel to one another wherein at least one roll is movable relative to the 
other, a force device arrangement (53, 65,67, 69) for providing a force transmitted at least 
partially in a force transmission path running form the force device arrangement to at least one of 
the first and second rolls, the force device arrangement producing a pressing force between the 
rolls, and at least one sensor (75) registering the pressing force between the rolls, the sensor 
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being arranged in the force transmission path, the sensor being arranged outside of the first roll 
body and the second roll body. Pallas et al are silent concerning a coating unit for two- 
dimensional or two-sided coating of the cardboard. However, it was known in the art, at the time 
the invention was made to provide a two sided coating unit to enable simultaneous coating of 
both sides of cardboard via arranging axially parallel applicator rolls movably mounted relative 
to one another to simultaneously apply glue to both sides of cardboard as evidenced by Knop 
(see Fig. 2; col. 1, lines 17-22; col. 3, lines 6-10). In light of the teachings of Knop, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the Pallas et al apparatus and 
replace the backup roller with a second duplicate coating unit opposed to the first coating unit in 
order to enable the alternative manufacture of a one-sided (i.e., single faced) cardboard product 
or a two-sided (i.e., double faced) cardboard product. It is within the purview of one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify a one sided coating system to a two sided coating system so as to enable 
the manufacture of a variety of multi-layered cardboard products. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-8 and 10-24 are allowable.
